We are not in a 
position to assess the damage since we cannot go out. 


Three Killed in Bus Attack

Interior 
and Public Security Minister Sylvestre Banzubaze only 
confirmed six deaths, an old woman and five attackers, 
which observers said appeared to be below the real 
figure. The road leading south out of Burundi was closed 
Thursday morning. 


Security forces were said to have seized automatic 
weapons and rockets from the Hutu gangs and chased 
them out of the districts which they had infiltrated, 
Mutanga, in the east of the city, and Kanyosha, in the 
south. Several hundred militants set fire to two houses 
and a car in Mutanga, the most modern district of the 
capital, where the country’s highest-ranking officials 
live, including ministers and members of parliament 
belonging to both the majority Hutu and minority Tutsi 
ethnic groups. 


On Wednesday, morning a public transport bus was 
ambushed by armed men in the Cibotoke District, in 
northern Bujumbura, leaving eight people dead and 
several injured. 
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Hutus form a vast majority, about 85 percent, of the 
population of this tiny central African nation, but Tutsis 
hold the levers of power and dominate the armed forces. 


Frequent ethnic killings have raised fears that Burundi 
may slide into civil war on the scale of that in 
neighboring Rwanda last year, where Hutu militants 
slaughtered more than half a million people before being 
defeated by a Tutsi rebel army.

[Banzubaze] We would like to stress the following: first 
the assailants attacked both Hutu and Tutsi families 
without discrimination, with the obvious aim of creating 
panic in the areas concerned, but also in the hope that 
Hutus and Tutsis would turn against each other in areas 
where interethnic cohabitation has so far been conducted 
in an exemplary manner. 


Second, the security forces took necessary and sufficient 
measures to allow those residing in the areas under 
attack to return peacefully to their homes as early as 
last night. And I would like to take this opportunity 
to call for positive solidarity between neighbors so that 
they — Hutus and Tutsis — continue to live together 
in harmony and face the enemy with the same spirit of

[FBIS Translated Text] [Rwigema] It was proposed that 
an international conference should be held under the 
auspices of the United Nations. First, this international 
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conference is being held by stages to evaluate all that 
has been achieved and then we go straight ahead to 
the international conference which must be under the 
auspices of the UN, repeat under the auspices of the 
UN. I even explained this, I said unless at the end of this 
international conference, you would again want to pul 
Rwanda under tutelage. I maintain that the sovereignty 
of our country must be respected. All these factors have 
been included in resolution except the phrase “under 
the auspices of over which I expressed reservation, of 
course, because there were other equivalent terms like, 
for instance, under the sponsorship of, under the high 
patronage of or in collaboration with the OAU and the 
UN. But they refused these terms. France was insisting 
— I didn’t know why— as though there was something 
behind this. 


[Issoufou] So, touching precisely on the prevailing sit- 
uation in your country and the Cairo conference, it ap- 
pears President Carter enjoined you to ask UN Secretary 
General Butrus-Butrus-Ghali for the maintenance of the 
UN Assistance Mission in Rwanda [UNAMIR] troops in 
Rwanda to enable refugees, who might still have doubts 
about their security, to return home. 


[Rwigema] The request has been made and an answer 
was given. Our president said that UNAMIR’s mandate 
was going to be extended for a three-month period, ot 
course, under certain conditions. First, the size of the 
contingent must be revisited. We currently have about 
1,800 UNAMIR troops, and we consider that this is too 
much. Moreover, since then there has been a gradual 
improvement in the security situation. You know that 
recently we had nearly 5,000 soldiers and they have 
been reduced to 1,800 and this ts an indication that 
the situation has rather improved and not deteriorated. 
We consider that the Rwandan Government has made 
some etforts to improve the security situation and such 
efforts must continue. We think the UNAMIR troops 
must gradually be reduced until finally they all go 
home. Also, there were other conditions relating to the 
improvement of security situation. What do we need 
to run and rebu'ld our country? What do we need? 
We need people who can play useful roles in the 
construction of our country. We need nurses, teachers, 
doctors. So, we are of the view that with a new mandate, 
UNAMIR would be more useful to us and can help us 
to rebuild our country. 


[Issoufou] So, to be clear, you are demanding a redeti- 
nition of the UNAMIR’s mission in Kigali? 


[Rwigema] Look, we are trying to rebuild our country. 
So, if the UNAMIR stays on, then it must be here to 
help us rebuild our country, that’s it. 
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[Issoufou] Touching on the problem of your country’s 
judiciary system which must make it possible for the 
presumed culprits of the 1994 genocide to be brought 
to trial, how far have you gene? When will genuine 
justice be administered in Rwanda? 


[Rwigema] I believe that justice in Rwanda must be 
viewed from two perspectives. First, there is the fact 
that we have requested an international court of justice. 
Since you are an internationally acclaimed journalist, 
I will have to throw back the question to you and to 
ask you when the international court of justice will 
effectively start operating, as we Rwandans are eagerly 
waiting for this. (7The second point is that) we have 
almost finished doing all the essentials because we have 
already set up the instituuons and organs. Firsi, the 
Supreme Court has been established. We are only left 
with the High Council of the Judiciary and this will soon 
be set up this month because the legal instrument to 
back the establishment of this council is currently at the 
National Assembly and will be adopted this month. It is 
the High Council of the Judiciary which will appoint the 
judges, and we hope that by the beginning of January, 
we will be in a position to begin trials. 


[Issoufou] A last question, sir: You were in Cairo with 
the Zaireans. How are relations between Kigali and 
Kinshasa? 


([Rwigema] Well, our relations are good. My president 
contacted me by phone and told me he had just had 
discussions with President Mobutu and I saw in the 
resolutions of the Cairo conference that Zaire made 
some strong pledges to help us resolve the problem ot 
the repatriation of refugees. Besides, here in Cotonou, | 
have personally met President Mobutu and he is really in 
support. Zaire’s intervention at the meeting was, indeed, 
favorable to Rwanda. Thank you.

On 22 last month, 12 persons were discovered in 
Nyungwe Forest, near Mudasomwa commune. These 
people had guns, mines and grenades.

Atrica’s High Commissioner to India for just six months 
and has already picked up the reputation of being a 
livewire. "A bundle of energy” is how his staffers 
describe him. 


The diplomat — he was the ANC’s representative in 
Tokyo for several years — has made a deep impression. 


In some respects Matsila’s brief was reasonably easy — 
he could capitalise on the enormous goodwill which ex- 
ists ior South Africa in general and the ANC in particu- 
lar in India. Nelson Mandela is a hero in this country and 
India was a leading opponent of apartheid. Though the 
warmth endures and ties have been formalised, there are 
differences. The issue of the nuclear Non-Proliferation 
Treaty (NPT) is a bone of contention. South Africa is a 
member. India is not and there are perceptions in India 
that South Africa’s close alignment with the West is at 
the cost of developing countries. 

Matsila has had to explain his government's position 
to India. In this interview, he gives an overview of the 
relationship. 


Q: How do you see your assignment considering the 
traditionally strong ties between India and the ANC? 
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A: It felt like home coming here. The organisation | am 
part of and India have had almost a century of politica! 
contact, so settling down was not difficult. 


All I had to adjust to was the food and other Indian 
conditions, but the general environment and the contacts 
I had built up when I came here in January made settling 
down very easy. 


But the old emotional ties were not enough — I| had 
to add content to the relationship. Occasionally our 
interests may not be the same and so we should build 
ties based on mutual interest. 


Q: In what aress do you see us sharing mutual 
interest? 


A: Well, we have signed the joint commission and sev- 
eral agreements on tourism, double taxation, investment 
and so on. Science and technology are also areas in 
which both sides can do a lot together. A top priority 
is the Indian experience in small scale industries which 
will come in very handy in our attempts to reconstruct 
our economy. 


We can contribute our experience in hi-tech medicine, 
wildlife management, mineral exploration, electricity 
generation and construction. 


Q: How do you see trade developing between the two 
countries? 


A: Banks from both sides are soon going to open 
branches in the other country. First National, ABSA 
[Amalgamated Banks of South Africa], Standard are all 
planning to have a presence here and your State Bank 
of India will get permission to open in South Africa. 


I think trade between the two countries should be seen 
in the proper perspective — the figures don’t reflect the 
true position. For example South Africa 1s the highest 
producer of gold and diamonds and India is the largest 
buyer of gold and cutter of small diamonds. And yet all 
this trade is done through third countries; it does not get 
reflected in the trade-figures of the two countries. 


The actual business between the two countries just in 
these two minerals could be worth over one billion 
dollars. Some organisations are looking at producing 
,wellery with Indian expertise and South African gold. 


Q: What about joint effort on the global level?

In an important breakthrough, NP and the Freedom 
Front delegates agreed that they would not tackle each 
other anymore on two key policy issues. According to 
the agreement, the NP will not tackle the Freedom Front 
on the latter's Afrikaner homeland policy. The Freedom 
Front in turn will refrain from criticizing the NP’s plan 
lo give minority parties representation at cabinet level 
and to have this entrenched in the final constitution. 
‘If one looks at documentation we have exchanged, 
then only political will can determine if the NP and 
the Freedom Front will find each other,” says Sam de 
Beer, a member of the NP delegation engaged in talks 
with the Freedom Front. De Beer says the two parties 
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share “several common views,” such as the protection 
of human rights. 


"We shovld have engaged in more talks in the past,” 
says De Beer. “The NP believes that many of its 
followers support dialogue among opposition parties, 
instead of conflict." De Beer emphasizes that the two 
parties will not fight over the Afrikaner homeland issue. 
They will consult each other on self-determination for 
cultural groups. Dr. Corne Mulder of the Freedom 
Front says the results of the recent local elections have 
definitely influenced the future direction of opposition 
politics. Parties realize that they will have to work 
closely together if they want to be hearcé. Muider 
feels that the constitution-writing process is forcing 
Opposition parties to find common ground on certain 
issues. He believes that Afrikaner politics shou!d be 
reviewed now that only the Freedom Front and NP 
represent the majority of Afrikaners. This comes after 
the CP [C-.. -vative Party] was destroyed in the 
elections. 


Meanwhile, tin “\P and the IFP in KwaZulu/Natal 
are close to a breakthrough on a draft constitution 
for the province. Discussions continued this week to 
resolve outstanding disputes. "We aie making very good 
progress,” says Tino Voiker, NP leader in the provincial 
legislature. “All opposition parties have realized that 
they cannot afford the luxury of attacking each other 
on traditional differences. Opposition parties are facing 
the realities after the election and are adapting to the 
changes,” according to Volker. The IFP’s Koos van 
der Merwe agrees. “Opposition parties have realized 
the urgency of doing something concrete to offer more 
effective resistance to the ANC. In the past we did not 
stand united.” 


In his reaction, the DP’s Douglas Gibson says his party's 
philosophy is to "bring together what belongs together.” 
The DP talks to all parties, even the ANC, “and does 
not know why some people are in the ANC at all.” 
According to Gibson, there are more issues of common 
interest among the parties than people think.

Another reason for the attitude change was the assurance 
by Health Minister Nkosazana Zuma at a meeting on 
Thursday that foreign doctors would be eligible only 
for posts that had already been advertised and that had 
not been applied for by South African doctors. 


At the meeting, Zuma presented doctors with a list of 
hundreds of posts that had been advertised and had not 
even been responded to. “The situation is desperate.

[Gamito] First, I would lfke to reiterate my claim that 
Renamo is in fact responsible for the dual administra- 
tion. This occurs in two distinct manners. One is the 
widespread destabilization of public administration gen- 
erally. The other is when Renamo tries to appraise the 
performance of cadres it has designated as administrator 
or area chiefs. 


[Mohomed] How does that happen? 


[Gamito] In general, Renamo MP’s and officials have 
been instructed to effectively hinder public administra- 
tion, and in particular to put at stake the role of adminis- 
trators, including those who serve in Renamo-controlled 
areas and have been designated by that party. They also 
destabilize public administration when they try to dis- 
miss appointed administrators and area chiefs and pro- 
pose new people for those posts. In fact, by accepting 
Renamo- designated personnel, the government showed 
that it was willing to give in, although the General Peace 
Accord does not provide for that. There was consensus 
on this issue. Right now there are many administrators, 
like the ones in Maringue, Dombe, Canda, and (to a 
certain extent) Macossa, whom Renamo has either dis- 
missed or wants to dismiss and designate new ones. That 
is another attempt to continue dual administration. 


[Mohomed] You say Renamo MP’s and officials have 
been instructed. Who gives the instructions? 


{Gamito] Renamo does. 


[Mohomed] Could you give examples of abuses com- 
mitted by Renamo officials? 
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{Gamito}] Of course I can. For instance, Renamo desig- 
nated the chief for the Chapa area of Cabo Delgado 
Province. The chief has, meanwhile, died of natural 
causes. Since he was an administration official born in 
Gaza Province, we arranged for the transfer of his body 
to Maputo and paid for all the expenses. Now, Renamo 
wants to designate a replacement who was born in Buzi, 
Sofala Province. 


Another example comes from the Canda administrative 
area, whose chief has been dismissed by Manuel Lole, 
Renamo’s national mobilization chief. In Zambezia, Re- 
namo MP Taybo Motany went to Mocubela, inciting 
residents to engage in [words indistinct] the govern- 
ment’s program. We have a large number of examples. 


[Mohomed] How has the government reacted? 


{Gamito] I have always said that we should restrain 
ourselves, be reconcilatory, and explain to people the 
best way of conducting one’s businesses. We do not 
reciprocate when we are subject to accusations and 
affronts. 


[Mohomed] For how long will the government adopt 
that attitude? 


[Gamito] For how long? We are looking into that. We 
must think carefully about it... 


[Mohomed] ...but while the government thinks, no de- 
cision is made. Meanwhile, social, economic, adminis- 
trative, and cultural imbalances between Renamo and 
povernment areas widen. In fact, you have raised this 
issue. 


[Gamito] I would like to clarify one point. It has been 
decided that we should restrain ourselves. We might 
follow another course of action. There are limits to 
everything, and I think we will soon adopt a new 
position. It will be slightly stronger than the present one. 
(Words indistinct] is designed to resolve the situation, 
but we must see when is the right time to do that. The 
fact is that we must make a decision to consolidate 
public administration because that is imperative. 


[Mohomed] While the government does not go to that 
“extreme,” what is being done to remedy the situation? 


{Gamito] We will work to the best of our abilities. For 
instance, a number of measures has been taken like 
training all administrators and area chiefs designated by 
Renamo. The state Administration Ministry has invested 
a great deal in that, if one considers that those people 
spent 60 to 90 days in Maputo. 


[Mohomed] How much have you spent on training? 
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{[Gamito] It is difficult to estimate, but one must note 
that 250 contos was spent on each individual daily. That 
does not include air travel. 


[Mohomed] Regarding the tougher measures that could 
be taken against dual administration, does the govern- 
ment have any idea on how to go about it? 


[Gamito] We are still thinking things over. I do not think 
it is the right time to announce the type of measures 
we will introduce because we also want people to 
participate in the measures as a whole and thus realize 
their importance. 


[(Mohomed] Do you think conditions are in place for 
that participation? 


[Gamito] In fact, we are seeing a great deal of dissatis- 
faction toward Renamo’s attitude in insisting on desta- 
bilizing the situation. Such dissatisfaction comes from 
the personnel Renamo has designated as administrators 
and area chiefs. We also have felt people rejecting that 
situation more and more due primarily to the living con- 
ditions under which they live. Moreover, there are many 
people who have sought refuge in government areas. 
They wish to return home, but the situation prevents 
them from doing so. 


[Mohomed] Why does Renamo oppose those it has 
designated for administrative posts? 


{[Gamito] I think a major problem is that after those 
people attended the training courses, they wanted to 
implement the government’s program. They, however, 
face problems with that. 


[Mohomed] Does that mean Renamo prevents the im- 
plementation of that program in its areas? 


[Gamito] Precisely. What is even worse is that no 
program whatsoever is being implemented, with the 
result that people are expected to live in primitive 
conditions. We, however, believe people will react. If 
they have not reacted yet it is perhaps because of the 
State of oppression in which they live. Sooner or later, 
those people are going to spit in Renamo’s face. 


(Mohomed] Recently, there were heated debates in 
Parliament between Frelimo (Mozambique Liberation 
Front] and Renamo MP’s. As a government member, 
how do you view that? 


[Gamito] What surprises me is that it did not happen 
earlier. In fact, the honorable Renamo MP’s have been 
arrogant, itching for conflict. It is, however, fortunate 
that it did not happen before. I must stress that Renamo 
and other MP’s will never be able to understand the 
Civilized attitude of the government bench. It is a 
civilized a respectful posture. It is a not a question of 
fear. One cannot confuse respect and good manners with 
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fear. I think Renamo is misreading the situation. When 
they talk, we do not react, the idea being to ensure 
the success [words indistinct] had very good reasons to 
act as he did during the question and answer period. 
But that was not the result of the posture we have

[FBIS Translated Text] Deputy Teodato Hunguana was 
right when he said this week that the Assembly of the 
Republic is in a learning stage. Deputies do not know 
how to formulate questions, and the government does 
not know how to respond to them. This was evident 
during the two days of questions and answers in the 
Assembly of the Republic. 


There were two positive aspects of this session, how- 
ever. First, the questions were well-researched, factual, 
and politically aggressive. They showed the develop- 
ment of a new parliament that might make things diffi- 
cult for the government in the near future. 


Second, although the government was evasive in several 
of its answers, it was less arrogant than during the first 
question and answer session last month. During that 
session, the prime minister said the government had no 
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time to answer all five of the Mozambique Liberation 
Front’s [Frelimo] questions because of it was "too busy 
governing.” This implied that answering the Assembly's 
questions is not a responsibility of the government. 


We are duty-bound to criticize Ministers Alfredo 
Gamito, Manuel Antonio, Agostinho de Rosario, 
and Oldemiro Baloi for their somewhat arrogant and 
unsatisfactory answers during the latest session. They 
seemed to have come to the Assembly to point out 
the deputies’ incompetence at asking questions, not to 
display preparedness and willingness to answer those 
question. 


We want to praise Deputy Health Minister Abdul 
Razak for his speech and his great spirit of openness, 
cooperation, and interest in resolving his department's 
problems. As far as we are concerned, he is the only 
one who gave concrete answers to the questions and 
who best displayed full knowledge of the operation of 
his department. Because Razak knew his field, he did 
not ridicule his questioners. He answered the questions 
straightforwardly. 


We would also like to praise Dr. Eneias Comiche, min- 
ister in the presidency for social and economic affairs, 
for his pragmatic, humble, and very reconciliatory ad- 
dress. It was timely, considering the government’s lack 
of readiness to answer questions or show its commit- 
ment to working harder to resolve the many problems 
raised by deputies. 


Even when the government is not "in the dock,” it has 
again been demonstrated in the Assembly that there is 
still no reconciliation among the different parties. The 
Mozambique National Resistance [Renamo] continued 
to accuse Frelimo of being undemocratic, of using 
mercenaries to command the police force, and so on. 


In turn, Sergio Vieira took it upon himself to respond. 
He dug up Renamo’s entire history, from Orlando 
Cristina and Ken Flower to the present. 


Although the two benches’ mutual accusations seem 
common in the nation’s political debate, we are con- 
cerned about Vieira’s categorical statement that "Ka- 
vandame was executed by a firing squad for treason." 


The issue of executing traitors has never been ade- 
quately explained. When, where, how, and who ex- 
ecuted Kavandame? Was he executed alone or with 
other traitors? Who are they? Were they tried? In which 
court, and what do the rulings say? Who defended these 
traitors? Where have the rulings been recorded? Have 
these people’s relatives been told? 


These questions make sense because, as far as we 
know, Kavandame was alive at national independence. 
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He was executed only after Mozambique became a 
State, governed by a constitution, with courts, and other 
institutions devoted to defending the rights of citizens. It 
does not make sense that there is no official explanation 
of th* circumstances in which such an execution took 
place. 


What astonished us most was the fact that the Frelimo 
bench in the Assembly was so thrilled by Vieira’s 
revelation that many of his colleagues showered him 
with embraces. 


A deputy discloses something that is a national tragedy 
and he is hugged and kissed by the majority bench, as if 
he has just found a solution to all our problems! Where 
is this kind of democracy going to end? 


We believe we all have the right to have our heroes, 
and the people have the right to know where all their 
children are buried, regardless of whether they are 
viewed as traitors by some and heroes by others. 


Kavandame and his colleagues, who Vieira says were 
executed because they were traitors, hive the right 
to see justice done so that their souls can rest in 
peace and do not continue to be vilified. They cannot 
defend themselves because those who speak ill of them 
executed them first. 


We believe Mozambique needs a “truth commission” 
so that, as Desmond Tutu said, we can "open the many 
wounds of the past and allow them to heal once and for 
all.” 


National reconciliation based on political compromise, 
without justice, can only allow the tyrants of the past to 
brag about the height of their tyranny.

It didn’t 
take long for scandals of drug trafficking and corruption 
to rock his government.

Unip has recently won back a number of rural by 
elections from Chiluba’s Movement for Multi-Party 
Democracy (MMD). 


"The MMD’s main failure has been that its MPs 
have not spent time in their constituencies," said one 
observer. 


"MPs will be voted back in areas where they have 
helped their constituencies. The ones in which roads 
have been improved, schools rehabilitated and hammer 
mills have been established.” 


Unofficial electioneering was seen to have started with 
Chiluba’s government’s recent attempts to discredit 
Kaunda. 


First was the revelation that Kaunda had made a warren 
of expensive escape tunnels under State House during 
his 27-year rule. 


And second was the government’s claim that Kaunda, 
born of Malawian parents, was not a Zambian citizen. 


After mounting tension, the probe was dropped. 


As a result of this year’s drought, the price of mealie 
meal — which many Zambians remember as having 
been subsidised formerly. by Kaunda — has been on 
the rise. Protests over the price of mealie meal led to 
riots at the end of the Kaunda era. 


With the emergence of new parties on to the political 
scene and the spectre of the former president Kenneth 
Kaunda, the year ahead should be full of developments 
and events in Zambian politics.

On the line to Lusaka, 
Josephine Hazeley asked our reporter Jowie Mwiinga 
what information he had about what had happened: 


[Begin recording] [Hazeley] Okay, Jowie, we under- 
stand some soldiers went on the rampage; now, what 
really happened? 


(Mwiinga] Well, according to police, the soldiers were 
reacting to the killing of one of their colleagues at a 
drinking place in northern Zambia. This officer was 
killed after an argument and the other soldiers reacted 
by beating everybody in sight and burning down their 
litle huts. 


{Hazeley] Now, where exactly did all this happen? 


[Mwiinga] This happened in a northern district called 
Ndola rural, this is near the main town of Ndola in the 
north. There is a military training camp in that district 
and this is where it all happened. 


{[Hazeley] How badly were these villagers beaten up by 
the soldiers? 


[Mwiinga] Well, some of them were severely beaten, 
one of them died yesterday and seven are said to be in 
critical condition; 34 others have been discharged after 
being treated at hospital. 


{Hazeley] So what sort of situation was there today? 


{[Mwiinga] Today, police said they have sent additional 
men to the district to kind of control the situation, but 
no arrests have been made so far because the soldiers 
in question have run off in the bush to escape arrest. 


[Hazeley] Have the villagers been saying anything yet 
with regard to what really did happen? 


([Mwiinga] Well, according to local media reports, the 
villagers are saying these soldiers routinely go down to 
the villages and drink with them and chase after their 
women and harass them a little bit sometimes, but they 
say nothing like this has happened before. 


[Hazeley] Now, have the military authorities said any- 
thing yet? 


{[Mwiinga] No, there has been no comment either from 
the military or the government, only the police said they 
are still investigating the full story behind the whole 
thing. (end recording]

[Begin Godwin recording] The Ghanaian authorities 
have extradited three Togolese dissident gunmen, who 
allegedly planned to assassinate Togo’s Prime Minister 
Edem Kodjo about a month ago. Reliable sources 
say the extradition took place last week upon request 
by the Togolese Government. The identities of the 
three gunmen have been kept a closely guarded secret, 
but sources said the men were armed with automatic 
weapons last month, [and] infiltrated into Togo from 
neighboring Ghana with the sole mission of killing the 
Togolese prime minister. The sources said the men were 
believed to be part of a radical Togolese armed dissident 
group based in Ghana. The sources revealed that the 
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men hid in (Nouekpe), the hometown of Prime Minister 
Edem Kodjo, trom where they planned to lay ambush on 
his official convoy during on. of Mr. Kodjo’s numerous 
weekend retreats. However, the conspiracy to murder 
the prime minister failed when Mr. Kodjo did not turn 
up. 


According to the sources, when the plot failed, the 
gunmen went on rampage in the town, and opened 
fire indiscriminately on Togolese security men who 
man the border post at (Bakpe) [name of town as 
heard]. According to the sources, some security men 
were killed, while several others were allegedly injured 
during the shooting incident. Togolese officials here are 
very tight-lipped about the issue. The only newsflash, 
which briefly mentioned the extradition on Radio Togo 
last Wednesday [29 November], was quickly blacked 
Out in subsequent radio broadcasts. [end recording}

Public Preaching Banned After Religious Clashes

It apparently began when Muslims took 
exception to evangelical outdoor Christian preachers 
who, they said, were running Islam down. Eight people 
were injured during the unrest. On the line to Accra, 
Mary Collins asked our correspondent Kwaku Sakyi- 
Addo if any of the released people had been charged: 


[Begin recording] [Sakyi-Addo] No, the 17 people were 
not charged with any offense. They have been released, 
and they have been asked to report to the police again on 
Monday [4 December]. No charges have been preferred 
against them, but the police said they are investigating, 
and then will determine subsequently whether to charge 
them or not. 


{Collins} And since then a ban has been placed on open 
air preaching in Kumasi? 


[Sakyi-Addo] Yes. Since then, the Ashanti Regional! 
Security Council has placed a ban on open air preaching 
in the central part of Kumasi. The central part of Kumasi 
is a very, very busy place. There are thousands of 
people passing through there every day, and it is an 
excellent venue for commerce and for preaching and so 
on, because that is the location of the Kumasi Central 
Market which is the largest open air market in West 
Africa, and so that neighborhood, that area is a no-go 
area for preaching whether Muslim or Christian. 


[Collins] Now, why has this hostility emerged between 
Muslims and Christians in a place like Kumasi which 
is sort of a melting pot for both sections? 


[Sakyi-Addo] Well, I think that is precisely the reason 
why. It is because it is a melting pot. Kumasi — 
although it is not geographically the central part of 
Ghana — it is socially and commercially central because 
that is the meeting point between [the] predominantly 
Muslim north, and the predominantly Christian south 
of Ghana, and everybody wants to win souls for their 
religious sect or group, and so there is keen competition 
and, unfortunately, it seems that — as allegations made 
by the Muslims go — the Christian evangelists have 
been preaching openly against Islam, and they have even 
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said thal sometimes the evangelists would step on the 
Koran, and they seem terribly offended by that. 


[Collins] Now, the Muslims have been accusing the 
police of bias. Is there any substance to that accusation 


[Sakyi-Addo}] Well, yes, the Muslims say that the police 
have been biased, and that they have reported several 
instances of provocation on the part of the Christian 
evangelists to the police, but the police never took 
action and, therefore, they are blaming them partly tor 
the conflict that happened on Thursday, but the police 
denied that very strongly. 


[Collins] And what about the mood in Kumasi now’ 
How is it? 


[Sakyi-Addo] There was quite a bit of tension in Kumas: 
but today the situation is much calmer, although there is 
some unease. Nobody knows whether the preachers are 
going to start preaching in some other parts of Kumias: 
or not. When I asked the police, they said it would 
have to be determined by the regional Security Counc! 
whether to extend the ban to other parts of Kumasi. jend 
recording]

Government, Tuareg Rebellion Resume Peace Talks

An extraordinary session of the Special Peace 
Committee began in Niamey this afternoon. This ses- 
sion follows the decision made by the Armed Resistance 
Organization [ORA] to suspend its participation in the 
talks because of clashes between its members and gov- 
ernment forces. Here is Mallam Yaro with the details 
from Niamey: 


[Begin Yaro recording] The clashes that occurred in 
the north of the country on 22 November between the 
Armed Forces of Niger and members of the former 
armed Tuareg rebellion, led to a protest from the ORA. 
The ORA decided to purely and simply withdraw from 
the Special Peace Committee, accusing the government 
of violating the provisions of the peace accord signed 
in Niamey on 24 April 1995. 


The government, for its part, blamed the ORA for 
violating the cease-fire, in a communique published by 
the Niger Army announcing casualties on the rebel side. 
The government accused the ORA of not respecting the 
commitments made in Niamey in line with the joint 
patrol to be stationed in the north of the country. 


In any case, at today’s extraordinary session, both 
sides will have to discuss these clashes, and take the 
necessary measures to prevent further incidents that 
could, according to the high commissioner for the 
restoration of peace, compromise the implementation 
of the peace accord signed by the Niger Government 
and the ORA. The accord led to the progressive 
restoration of peace in northern Niger, a region that has 
suffered from this fratricidal war for several years. [end

OAU Chief ‘Not in Support’ of Isolating Nigeria

The secretary general, 
Dr. Salim Ahmed Salim stated this in Abuja today 
while speaking with newsmen after holding a three-hour 
closed-door meeting with the head of state General Sani 
Abacha. 
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Dr. Salim said it was important for any leader or nation 
to understand the complexities and peculiarities of the 
Nigerian situation before taking any measure against It. 
The OAU secretary general further said it was equally 
important for Nigeria to appreciate the changes that are 
taking place in the world to ensure that it does not isolate 
itself from the mainstream of global affairs. Dr. Salim 
said the OAU would like to see greater respect of human 
rights in all African countries, but will not support any 
measure capable of destabilizing any African nation 
including Nigeria. 

He explained that the organization would soon evolve 
ways of enhancing Nigeria’s involvement in interna- 
tional affairs to enable the country relate freely with the 
rest of the world. Dr. Salim said the head of state, Gen. 
Sani Abacha, has assured him that the present adm‘n- 
istration was fulfilling the aspirations of Nigerians but 
would not succumb to the selfish interest of the outside 
world. The OAU secretary general described the recent 
composition of three committees to facilitate Nigeria's 
return to democracy as encouraging, saying he has been 
assured by Gen. Abacha that the ongoing transition pro- 
gram would be fully implemented.

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OAU official’s optimism is reportedly based on two 
concessions he obtained from Gen. Abacha: The first 
one is the sp2eding up of the democratization process, 
which has already begun with the establishment of the 
three committees on the implementation of the transition 
program. The second concession was the eventual 
release of all political prisoners on bail, including former 
President Olusegun Obasanjo, in the very near future. 


The same sources 1.ported that Salim Ahmed Salim 
will sub:mit a report on the meeting to South African 
Presiden’ Nelson Mandela, who is still calling for sanc- 
tions against the military regime. Apart from the Nige- 
rian crisis, Salim Ahmed Salim reportedly warned Gen. 
Abacha quite clearly that Nigeria's attempts to mobi- 
lize West African countries to boycott the African Cup 
of Nations soccer tournament due to be held in South 
Africa next month, coupled with the rallying of southern 
African states behind the diplomatic offensive by Presi- 
dent Mandela against the generals of the Nigerian Army, 
are likely to divide and even destabilize the OAU. [end

The deputy chairman of the council, 
Brigadier Maada Bio, has dissociated himself from 
President Valentine Strasser’s vote against Nigeria at 
the Commonwealth summit in Auckland, New Zealand. 


Brig. Bio stated that the NPRC did not take a prior 
decision on the issue before President Strasser left 
for Auckland. He said that the Sierra Leonean leader 
unilaterally decided to vote against Nigeria without even 
consulting with his foreign minister, Dr. Fofana, who 
accompanied him to Auckland. He expressed the anger 
and disappointment of members of the NPRC and the 
people of Sierra Leone over their president's action. 


Reports from Freetown say Sierra Leoneans were gener- 
ally shocked at President Strasser’s action because they 
consider Nigeria a savior in the ongoing civil war in 
their country. There is now a growing fear there thai 
Nigeria may withdraw its troops from Sierra Leone in 
retaliation. 


Meanwhile, Zambia has rejected pressure from South 
Africa that Lusaka should either break or downgrade 
diplomatic relations with Nigeria. President Frederick 
Chiluba was quoted as having said that, in his opinion, 
Zambia's vote against Niguria at the Commonwealth 
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summit in Auckland should not affect mutual diplomatic 
relations. 


EU Sanctions Called ‘Arbitrary, Unfortunate’

Nigerian ‘residency said today that the new European 
Union [EU] sanctions against Nigeria are “arbitrary and 
unfortunate.” Presidential Press Secretary David Attah 
disclosed this to AFP. He said: “On our part, we will 
continue to work for understanding and cooperation, and 
will therefore leave our door open.” 


Mr. Attah’s statements follow the EU's decision yester- 
day to impose a sports boycott on Nigeria, and to with- 
draw all EU military attaches in the country as a means 
of bringing pressure to bear on the military regime. The 
EU had previously decided to recall its ambassadors 
from Nigeria for “consultations,” and to impose an arms 
embargo as the United States and South Africa have 
done. 


Mr. Attah confirmed his country’s belief that the sanc- 
tions imposed by the international community following 
the execution of Ken Saro-Wiwa, the Ogoni opposition 
leader, and eight Ogoni activists were “premeditated.” 


According to him, by announcing its transition program 
for handing over to a civilian government in the fall 
of 1998, the military administration “extended an olive 
branch to the international community but nobody was 
prepared to accept it.” He further stated: “We did 
our best to explain our position, but we were not 
understood.” He said that in the light of this situation, 
Nigeria “will have to react,’ and accept the ‘challenge’ 
presented to it by the international community, but he 
did not elaborate on that.

{[FBIS Transcribed Text] On 8th November, 1995, the 
Provisional Ruling Council (PRC) upheld the death 
sentences passed on Mr. Ken Saro-Wiwa, and eight 
others on 30th and 31st October, 1995, by the Ogoni 
Civil Disturbances Tribunal headed by Justice Ibrahim 
Auta, a renowned Judge of the Federal Court of Appeal, 
for the gruesome murder of four prominent Ogoni 
sons, on 21st May, 1994. Six other accused persons 
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were freed, including Ledum Mitee, the Vice- President 
of MOSOP. Since the sentences were passed there 
have been both local and international reactions to the 
verdict. While some of the reactions have been pleas for 
clemency, others have been full of vitriolic fulminations, 
designed to trivialise a very serious murder charge 
which claimed the precious lives of four prominent 
Oxoni sons, in a most barbaric, inhuman and despicable 
manner. 


2. [mumber as published] It is true that Ken Saro- 
Wiwa is a foremost writer of international repute, 
who during the Nigerian civil war served as one of 
the youngest Commissioners in the Executive Council 
of Navy Commander Alfred Diete Spiff, the then 
Governor of Rivers State. It is also true that the four 
prominent Ogoni sons who were murdered on 21st May, 
1994, had equally enviable credentials or pedigree. Mr. 
Albert Badey was a one-time Permanent Secretary, State 
Commissioner and later, Secretary to the Rivers State 
Government; Chief E. N. Kobani was a former State 
Commissioner, former Deputy President of MOSOP, 
and former National Publicity Secretary of the defunct 
Social Democratic Party (SDP); Chief Samuel Orage 
was a one-time State Commissioner and Chief T. B. 
Orage was Secretary to the Gokana Council of Chiefs. 


3. What is more? These four prominent sons of Ogo- 
niland were among the founders of the Movement for 
the Survival of Ogoni People (MOSOP), which was 
formed in 1990 and originally conceived as a pressure 
group that would use non-violent methods to protect 
the Ogoni people from the environmental degradation 
caused by oil exploitation and exploration in their areas. 
In fact, its first President, Mr Garrick Leton, a former 
Federal Commissioner escaped being killed because he 
was not present at the scene of the barbaric murder. Oth- 
erwise, nearly all the foundation members would have 
been completely wiped out by a group of terrorists and 
bandits under the umbrella of the National Youth Coun- 
cil of Ogoni People (NYCOP) formed by Saro-Wiwa as 
the Youth Wing of MOSOP. 


4. Ken Saro-Wiwa, who is now being widely acclaimed 
as the leader of MOSOP was not among its original 
founders. It was after its formation that he requested to 
be made its spokesman/ambassador in charge of Public 
Affairs to enable him to deal with the Press, given his 
wide contacts with the local and international media. 
Together, they produced the Ogoni bill of rights. But 
Ken Saro-Wiwa had his own agenda, unknown to the 
foundation members. In 1993, he mooted the idea of 
forming a Youth Wing within the movement but this 
was widely opposed by other members. Despite their 
opposition, he unilaterally formed the Youth Wing, 
which he called the National Youth Council of Ogoni 
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People, promising its impressionable young members a 
lot of el dorado, such as huge bank accounts, palatial 
mansions and luxurious cars. The Youth Wing not only 
became militant in their approach to issues, they became 
a law unto themselves and unleashed a reign of terror as 
well as campaigns of calumny, blackmail, vilification 
and destruction on the whole of Ogoniland, mounting 
over 150 road blocks. 


5. Despite admonitions from the elders, which included 
those murdered in cold blood, that the Youth Wing 
which had illegally constituted itself into a vigilante 
group and a private Army of Ken Saro-Wiwa, be much 
more restrained and follow the movement’s origiial 
methods of dialogue which the MOSOP had used 
effectively in the past, they continued their reign of 
terror with the promptings of Ken Saro-Wiwa, their 
Commander-in-Chief. When it became clear that the 
group had not only become uncontrollable but owed 
their loyalty only to Ken Saro-Wiwa, the original 
founders parted ways with him, and from then on 
he declared war on them and hijacked the leadership 
of MOSOP. It was this war that culminated in the 
gruesome murder of four prominent Ogoni sons during 
a meeting in the palace of their revered king. The only 
sins of the Great four was that they disagreed with Ken 
Saro-Wiwa over the tactics, and were later to pay dearly 
with their own lives. The build up to their tragic end was 
written, sealed and delivered by Ken Saro-Wiwa. 


6. For instance, inflamatory exchanges between Ken 
and the big four also showed clearly that deep-seated 
animosity existed amongst them. For instance, on 27th 
November, 1993, Chief Edward Kobani, who was one 
of those murdered, in a letter addressed to the Rt. Rev. 
Bishop J. B. Poromon of the Methodist Church wrote 
en quote: “Ken Saro-Wiwa has a formidable army of 
trained thugs and hoodlums who are terrorising the 
whole of Ogoniland, destroying the lives and property 
of those he does not like in the attempt to emerge as the 
one and only Ogoni leader". Ken Saro-Wiwa replied in 
a letter dated 15th December, 1993 en quote: "I have 
noted how far your stock has fallen in the Ogoni Market. 
When will you accept responsibility for your failure. I 
Cannot stop you from envying my achievements. I invite 
you to copy my ways and you will find that which 
you desire the most, Ken Saro-Wiwa image. Good 
advice and it’s free". Such deep feelings of hatred were 
manifested in other correspondences between Ken Saro- 
Wiwa and other members killed on 21st May, 1994. 


7. It was, therefore, not surprising when Justice Auta 
stated while sentencing Ken Saro-Wiwa to death that 
he (Saro-Wiwa) did not only counsel others to kill, he 
also prepared the grounds for the killing and organised 
NYCOP and some elements in MOSOP to carry out 
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the dastardly murder of four prominent Ogoni sons. He 
added that his utterances, activities and actions before 
the killings were well rehearsed actions to carry out 
the killings for which he and his accomplices were, 
consequently, convicted. 


8. There are so many truths being twisted by some 
misguided elements to discredit the Federal Govern- 
ment. First, before the brutal, unconscionable and con- 
demnable murder of the four prominemt Ogoni citi- 
zens, no single Ogoni man was being held for the non- 
violent expression of his views. To the contrary, the 
Federal Government in keeping with its policy of Free- 
dom of Speech and association, allowed Saro-Wiwa and 
MOSOP to thrive as a pressure group which expressed 
its views freely from time to time. The views were 
sometimes considered on their own merit and taken into 
account by the Federal Government in Oil Policy formu- 
lations. Second, Ken Saro-Wiwa and others being tried 
were allowed access to the Counsels of their choice. 
There was delay after those Counsel withdrew. In ac- 
cordance with the law, Government lawyers were picked 
to defend the accused persons. 


9. Third, they were never tried by either a special 
military tribunal nor a court-martial as was being 
bandied about. They were tried by a Special Tribunal 
recognised in law and headed by a renowned Judge of 
the Federal Court of Appeal. In fact, it is a cardinal legal 
principle that laws should be interpreted as they are and 
not as they should be to meet selfish interests. Special 
Tribunals are recognised under the Nigerian Judicial 
system and function like normal courts. Their principal 
purpose is to speed up the dispensation of justice. 


10. Ken Saro-Wiwa’s life is no more precious than the 
lives of the four prominent Ogoni citizens murdered 
in cold blood simply because they disagreed with Ken 
Saro-Wiwa over the tactics of achieving their goals. 
The families of the four slain Ogonis expect justice, 
albeit for the latters selfish ends. Ken Saro-Wiwa was 
not sentenced to death because of his quest for a 
fair deal for his people or for environmental matters, 
he was sentenced to death for the cruel murder of 
four prominent Ogoni sons. Those who were murdered 
on 21st May, 1994 are no lesser beings than Ken 
Saro-Wiwa. He produced the monster that eventually 
consumed him. 


11. The attempt by some critics to c- mpare the fate of 
the coup plotters with that of the convicts by Justice 
Auta’s Ogoni Civil Disturbances Tribunal is misguided. 
The two cases are completely different. The Saro- 
Wiwa’s case is clearly criminal, involving murder. The 
penalty for such an offence which was not made by the 
Military but has always been part of Nigeria statute- 
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book is clear. The penalty has been duly imposed. 
And there is no apology to offer anyone. It is true 
that many countries today like South Africa and the 
United Kingdom have removed death penalty trom their 
Statute-book, Nigeria has not yet done so. Consequently, 
for a country to seek to impose its own legal system 
on another smacks of undue interference and unt! the 
death sentence is removed from Nigeria’s statute-book, 
the confirmation of the death sentences passed by the 
Tribunal is in order and well deserved.

tled country. More so, Nigeria and Africa, and indeed 
the Third World, is topping [the] agenda of Europe’s 
new political guard, the European Union, whose task 
France agreed to religiously pursue with (?more zeal), 
including her remnant colonial tutelages. This is despite 
worries that the union itself is seriously threatened by 
internal weaknesses of its members now being exposed 
daily by their political and economic crises. 


The Cotonou report shows that despite initial campaigns 
by self-styled international human rights groups, and 
the usual foreign media’s speculative push tactics, it 
was another disgrace on the master planner, France, and 
her new colonial comrade, Canada.

On October 9, he called for armed struggle in the west 
African country, declaring that there was no hope of a 
peaceful settlement of the political crisis. 


Abacha seized power in November 1993, the year a 
previous junta annulled civilian presidential elections. 
The regime has resisted international pressure for the 
early restoration of democratic rule and cracked down 
On political opponents, rights activists, the trade unions 
and the media.
